A letter from Mr. Gallatin, to Mr. 
Thomas, Treasurer of New-York, has 
been published by the democratic Editors, 
as a complete refutation of the charges a- 
gainst the administration, in relation to*the 
secret appropriation of two Millions of Dol- 
lars. Itis certain however, that their ex- 
ultation must cease; for when the letter is 
considered, in connexion with facts well as- 
certained, it will be found to disprove noth- 
ing which has been asserted by Mr, Ran- 
dolph, or any. other intelligent opposer of 
that transaction. ‘idee 

‘Two points are to be examined. _ First, 
what was the object of the secret appropria- 
ticn ?~—and, second, what proceedings were 
had by the administration, in cons quence 
of it? 

In respect to the first point the charge is, 
that when the administraiion discovered, that 
FRANCE wes the great obstacle to a comprom- 
tse of our disfuics with Spain, and that 
Fraxcs. wanted moncy ; they determined to 
grant money to FRANCE, ¢o secure her influ- 
ence in their favour, in the then fending ne- 
gociation with Spain, 

The prbof of this charge is to be found 
in Mr. John Randolph’s speech, delivered 
in the house of representatives on the 5th 
of April 1806. 

“ } considered it (said Mr. Randolph) a 
base frrostration of the national character, 
to excite one nationdy money, to bully another 
nation out ofits property, and from that mo 
ment tothe last moment of my life, my 
confidence in the principles of the man 
(meaning Mr. Madison ;) entertaining these 
sentiments, died, never tolive again.” 

Mr. Randolph was chairman of the com- 
mittee of Ways and Means, he spoke of 
his personal knowledge ; his declaration 
was not contradicted at the time, nor has it 
been since contradicted, or explained, in 
any authentic form. 

»ls there any thing in Mr. Gallatin’s let- 
ter, which opposce the assertion of Mr. 
Randolph ? No. —Mr. Gallatin merely says, 
“the appropriation was made, in order to 
enable the President to acquire Florida by 
treaty,’ — This is like a wizard’s response ; 
itis verbally true, but impresses a decep- 
tive idea ; itis the truth, but not the whole 
truth.—It is admitted to have been the ob- 
ject of the appropriation “ 7 enable the 
President to acquire Florida by treaty,” but 
not by a fair purchase, but as was stated by 
Mr. Randolph by exciting Fraxce to bully 
Spain. The existence of this motive, or 
design, on the part of the administration, 
coustiiutes the very essence of the offence 


cherged against them, andits validity is not - 


























impaired, but strengthened by the reply of 
Mr, Gallatin. 

The second point is; what proceedings 
were had in consequence of the appropri- 
ation ?—~Fortunately the printed treasury 
accounts, and Mr. Gallatin’s letter, furnish 
sufficient answers to this enquiry. 

Ist. It appears from Mr. Gallatin’s letter, 
that Messrs. Armstrong and Bowdoin, were 
entrusted with the negociation. Neither 
of these gentlemen were ever in Spain, and 
the first is known to be our accredited min- 
ister to France. It is a circumstance wor- 
thy of notice, that the negociations respect- 
ing the two millions, were prosecuted, not 
at Madrid, but at Paris. 

2d. Mr. Gallatin admits, that Messrs. 
Armstrong and Bowdoin, were authoriz- 
ed, if they succeeded in their negociation, 
to draw for one million of dollars on the 
bankers. at Amsterdam, and for another 
million on the treasury. 

$d. Mr. Gallatin further admits, “ that 
funds had been placed in the hands of the 
Bankersat Amsterdam” applicable to the 


expectet drafts of Messrs. Armstrong and” 


Bowdoin. 

4th. It appears from the printed accounts 
of thetreasury for the year 1806, certified 
by the comptroller, that the sums due for 
principal and interest of the public debt, in 
Amsterdam, in the year 1806, amounted 
to dollars $1,209,615 
That of this sum there had been 


remitted in the year 1795 959,358 
Leaving to be provided in the 

year 1806, to meet the de- 

mands of that year, 250,000 


5th, It appears that instead of 250,000 
dollars, 1,619,000 dollars, were in fact re- 
mitted and received by the Bankers in the 
year 1806 of which 1,368,000 doilars re- 
mained in their hands in money on the 3! st 
of December, 1806, after satisfying all the 
demands of that year. 

6th. The secret appropriation was made 
in February 1806, and during that month 
and in March ensuing, more than one mil- 
lion of dollars were remitted to Amster- 
dam. 

7th. The sumscharged as expended for 
the public debtin 1806 amountto $8,940,986 
The appropriation fer the pub- 

lic debt in 1806 are stated at 


dollars 8,004,912 
Making the excess of ex/:endi- ; 
ture above the afpfrropriation 936,074 


8th. All the remittances to Amsterdam 
in 1806, as before mentigned, are charged 
as having been made, “ for the purpose of 
discharging the intcrest and installments 
which became due on the Dutch Loans in 
the year 1806.” 

Upon these facts a few comments shall 
suffice. 

Mr. Gallatin’s letter purports to be a re- 











ply to an enquiry by Mr. Thomas, “ wheth- 
er any part of the two millions of dollars 
appropriated by the act of the 13th of #eb- 
ruary, 1306, for defraying any extraordina- 
ry expences, attending the intercourse 
with foreign nations, had been drawn from 
the Treasury, endif thus drawn, to what 
purpose the money had been expended.” 

Here is a fair question, fairly stated ; but 
it is remarkable, that Mr. Gallatin does not 
meet the enquiry, whether the money had 
been drawn from the Treasury, but evades 
it, by asserting “that not asingle cent of 
that money has ever been expended.” Like 
the language of a sorcerer, the reply is 
true in one sense, but deceptive as it is un- 
derstood by the public. As respects the 
treasury, the mevrey has unquestionably 
been * expends —It was drewn from 
thence and ren 4d to Amsterdam, and 
was there subject .v the disposal of Messrs. 
Armstrong and Bowdoin. If the remittan- 
ces were incorrecily, not to say illegally, 
charged to the appropriation for the Pudlic 
Debt, still the amount of ‘one ‘million was 
drawn from the Tici®ary and was upplicable 
under the instructions of the Government to 
the objects for which the secret afftrofiriation 
was made, Letany candid man say, wheth- 
er this was not an Exfenditure ? Certainly 
it ought to have been so stated, and that on 
the failure of the negociation the appro- 
priation reverted tothe Treasury. 

Again : Mr. Gallatin has asserted, “ that 
the I'unds placed in the hands of the Bank- 
ers at Amsterdam, have according to their 
original destination been solely applied to the 
payment of the Dutch debt.” 

This is a most extraordinary declaration. 
It was probably intended to build a pretty 
sophism on the equivocal meaning of the 
words * original destination ;’’—-but the de- 
sign in this instance has failed. Is it true, 
that the original destination of these funds 
was, that they should be solely afiflied to the 
jaynent of the Dutch debt? How is this 
consistent with the admission, that a fare 
of them might have been applied to anoth- 
cr purpose, if the negociation had succeed- 
ed ? What induced Mr. Gallatin to remit 
more money than was wanted for the Dutch 
debt ? How has it happened that 1,368,000 
dollars remained in the hands of the Bank- 
ers on the S3ist of December, 1806, one 
million of which had been remitted in Feb- 
ruary and March preceding ? How has it 
happened, that the entire appropriation for 
the year, has been exceeded by an expen- 
diture of 936,000 dollars? If Messrs. Arm- 
strong and Bowdoin had drawn bills for one 
million of dollars, as they were authorized 
to do, would the payment of them ont of 
funds, appropriated for the Pudlic Debs, 
have been consistent with the law ? Or, has 
it been discovered, to be reconcileable with 
Mr. Gallatin’s and Mr. Jefferson’s theory 
of “ shecific affropriations,” to form an eg- 
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fregate fund consisting of ‘*an apfropria- 
tion for paying off the whole of the Pudiic 
/cdt,” with another appropriation, the ob- 
ject of which was to enable the Presidient.to 
acquire Florida thercby inci easing the Pub- 
lic Debt from five to eight millions of dol- 
lars, @s was expected by the advocates of 
the méasure? - 

The public wil! judge whether the whole 
truth has been candidly stated, and Mr. Gal- 
Tatia will determine for himscif, whether 
some further explanation is not necessary. 
He cannot have forgotten the rales by which 
he judged the coaduat of his predecessors 
moffice. If he once thought that no. ex- 
penditure was legal which deviated in any 
degree from the particular items designat- 
ed in the acts of Congress. If he can re- 
collect any instance when he criticised the 
application of money, appropriated for the 
fay Uf the army, to the frurchase of froci- 
sione, to preserve the same army “from suf- 
fering m the -wilderness, he will certainly 
admit, that his conduct in respect to the 
secret appropriation, has been incorrect 5 > 
or.that this former accusations of what he 
was. pleased to describe as wisafififications 
of fiublic money, wero cruel and unfounded. 

Bit whatever Mr. Gallatin’s reflections 
may be, the public will, till fiirther evi- 
dence to the contrary is adduced, continue 
to beliéve, that Two Millions of Dollars 
were;.as Mr. Randolph lis said, appropi- 
utetl to excite I’rance to bully Spain, andtiret 
alarge part of this sum was actually remit. 
ted from the treasury. The minute details 
are not material, and the failure of the pro- 
ject, whether occasioned by the insafficien- 
cy of the bribe, or the bungling manner in 
which it was tendered for acceptance, can- 
not in the judgment of any honorable man, 
in any degree, vary the character of the 
transaction.

The contents will doubtless be made 
known to Congress, which is seon to meet, 
with any -further communications which 
may be previously received. In the mean 
time there is reason to believe that no final 
decision had been expressed by either of 
the belligerent governments, on the appeal 
tnade by the president to the justice and 
policy of rescinding their illegal edicts, un- 
der the authority vesteflin him by the act 
of congress, to suspend in whole or in part 
the embargo laws. Notwithstanding the 
manifest interest and sonntl policy which 
plead with France, to concur in the equita- 
ble views of the United States, her infatu- 
ated attachment to the particular system 
she has adopted against lerenemy discour- 
ages a reliance, at least on her setting the 
éxample of changin, it. Itis understood, 

. that appearances were at first favorable to 
the expectations that the British govern- 
ment would yield to the unobjectionable ar- 
rangements contemplated by the president 
of a revocation of the orders of council as 
they regard the United States, and of the 
embargo as ‘it regards Great-Britain ; and 
that there was moreover‘a disposition indi- 
cated to resume thé affair of the Chesapeake, 
with a view to some effective step towards 
its accommodation, partitularly the ‘resto- 
ration of the seamen still detained in cap- 
tivity, to which it was admitted there could 
be no reasonable objection. At a later date, 
the apparent disposition to concur in the 
contemplated arrangement had undergone 
achange. Difficulties were started as un- 
expected as they were irrelative and unau- 
spicious. . Whether further explanation 
and reflection would lead to the result due 
to the fair and friendly views of the United 
States must soon be known. As the offer 
to repeal the embargo as it relates to Eng- 
lund on her revoking her orders as they re- 
late to the United States, leaving the em- 
bargo in force as to France if she adheres 
to her illegal decrees, takes away absolute- 
ly the sole pretext on which the British or- 
ders are expressly founded, to wit: the ac- 
quiescence of the United States in the 
French decrees ; and as her wishes would 
be gratified with the whole of our trade in 
case France refused to repeal her decrees, 
or a removal of all illegal obstructions to a 
general commerce would take place, in case 
lrance agreed to repeal them, England 
may still be expected to accede to the views 
disclosed by the president, if her own views 
do not now forsake the: original and avow- 
ed object of her orders,*in favor of some 
distinct and unfriendly policy towards this 
country.

Extract of a iciter from Liverpool, dated 
5th August. 

“The Tiger from Philadelphia to Ber- 
degux, is condemned for having dispatches 
on board, which she was conveying in a 
clandestine manner from ‘Turreau to Cham- 
pagny at Paris. The nature of the dis- 
patches has not transpired, but they are 





considered important, as relating precise- 
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ly to the state of the influence of the 
lrench party in America.” 
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SOnie very favorable reports prevailed in 
the City this'day among the American mer- 
chants, respecting certain.overtures which 
have been made from the government of 
the U nited States, leading to an adjustment 
of differences with this country. A mes. 
senger from America arrived at the house 
of the American mitilster, at alate hour 
last night, with dispatches~ brought by the 
Hope schr. from Virginia, after the short 
passage of 23 days. The substance of 
them was laid before his majesty’s minis- 
ters; and Mr. Pinckney has been invited 
to a conference previously to their being 
taken into consideration by the privy coun- 
cil. The Hope, without coming into Fal- 
mouth, proceeded immediately for Havre- 
de-Grace, with dispatches for gen. Arm- 
strong, which are said to contain instruc- 
tions Uecisive respecting the conditions on 
which the present relative situation of the 
two countries can be preserved. Those re- 
ceived in London are believed to be of a 
similar character. 

August 20, 

The Subtle schr. lieut. Spearing, is ar- 
rived xt Plymouth, from the West Indies 
in 30 days, with intercepted dispatches 
from Bonaparte to some of the Spanish col- 
onies. By this vessel, accounts, it is said 
have been received, of an insurrection havy- 
ing taken place in the island of Martinique, 
and that it was expected to be given up to 
the English. A famine is alledged as the 
immediate cause of thisevent. The peo- 
ple were reduced to the most miserable 
state. 

By a vessel arrived from Oporto, we 
learn that gen. Castanos had detached 10, 
000 of his troops to Estremadura, where 
they were to be joined by 15,000 men of 
that province, for the purpose of assisting 
in the liberation of Vortugal from the 
French yoke.

August 22. 

We were well informed, in stating that 
the dispatches received from the Baltic were 
rather of a favorable description than other- 
wise. By way of Heligoland we have re- 
ceived accounts of the armaments of Rus- 
sia, and from Sweden we are possessed of 
information which we consider as decisive 
as to the objects of them. A letter from a 
British ofieer, dated Helsinburgh the 9th, 
announces that Sir James Saumarez has 
received from Russia and Denmark, com- 
munications of a pacific character, and that 
he was about to proceed to Finland to have 
an interview with his Sweedish majesty of 
the subject of them. 

In regard of Austria and Russia a treaty 
for the muttal delivery of deserters, has 
been followed by several commercial ar- 
rangements, which although unimportant 
in themselves, are at the present moment, 
of interest, as they shew the increasilig 
amity between the two empires. 

Murat, as we suspected, has been raised 
to the kingly dignity, and suceceds Joseph 
in the kingdom of Naples. This event 
took place on the first, and in the prociama- 
tion which Murat published on bis acces~ 
sion, he promises to govern according t9

What is to become of Joseph? 
August 25. 
The following bulletin was. circulated a- 
mang the friends of the administration : 
“ Admiralty-Office, Aug. 23, 2 o'clock. 
“ A telegraphic message is just arrived 
from Yarmouth, announcing that. several 
thousand Spanish troops that were in the 
Danish Islands, have surrendered to admi- 
ral Keates, and are now in our possession 
in the Island of Langland, in the Great 


‘ Belt.” 


Since the above bulletin was circulated, 
lieut. Hitchens, of the Superb, has arrived 
atthe admiralty, with dispatches from ad- 
miral Keates, confirming the gratifying in- 
telligence, that 10,000 of the Spanish troops 
that were in Funen, Langland, Laaland and 
Jutland, under the command of the mar- 
quis de Romana, have rescued themselves 
trom the French and Danish yoke, and have 


‘ been conveyed by the British fleet to Lang- 


land, with all their arms, artillery, &c.— 
They have taken possession of the island 
of Langland, and are to remain there until 
they can be removed to their country. The 
Danes have disarmed 5000 Spaniards that 
were in Zealand. The Spanish troops that 
thus nobly liberated themselves, consist of 
the flower of the army; they had received 
full information of the attrocities which 
Bonaparte had committed in Spain, and 
burn with ardor to join the ranks of their 
gallant countrymen. 


To those who aware of that consummate 
sagacity in Bonaparte, which never over- 
looks the smallest affairs while he is in the 
most eager pursuit of the greatest, his un- 
accountable neglect of the Spanish army 
will appear an astonishing’ deviation from 
his usual conduct. That, after being well 
acquainted-with the state of affairs in Spain 
he should suffer such a force to remain 
near the sea-coast, open to the communica- 
tion and access of the English, appears 
quite inconceivable. It is so much out of 
his usual tract of conduct, that some poli- 
ticians, who are not in general apt to be ve- 
ry sanguine, begin to flatter themselves, 
that as no human abilities are equal to eve- 
ry possible exigency, Bonaparte is himself 
at last in a situation which embarrasses 
him. They would willingly hope that the 
novelty of the resistance which he has ex- 
perienced in one quarter, and the variety 
of objects which demand his attention in 
others, are at length hepinning to disturb 
his hitherto unshaken firmness, and to di- 
minish the usual resources of his mind. 
It perhaps would be too much to indulge 
such an expectation; but certainly the last 
two months have produceda train of events 
succeeding each other in one consistent te- 
nor, of anature so different to the usual 
course of Bonaparte’s career, that the most 
desponding cannotresist an lupulse of hope. 

It is at length confessed in the continent- 
al Journals, that the commotions in Spain 
demand some attention, and the French ar- 
mies in that country it is said are to be 
augmented to 150,000 men. Ifthe whole 
of the French forces are sent thither, they 
will be insufficient for the purpose, if the 
Spaniards do not relent in thcir ardor, nor 
relax in theirefforts to resist their invaders. 
The French may conquer towns and eccu- 
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py positions, but the country at large can 
néver be subdued, so long as the spirit is 
unsubdued which urged them to take arms. 
On the continuance of this active and un- 
conquerable principle, wholly depends the 
ultimate issue of this mighty contention. 
Surrender of Tranquebar. 

The following Ictter from an officer be- 
longing to the 14th regiment, reached us 
this morning. We need hardly add, that 
this Danish settlement is situated this side 
the Ganges, on the coast of Coromandel, 
about 140 miles south of Fort St. George. 

“ Tranguebar, Feb. 19, 1808. 

“ We embarked onthe 10th inst. at Ma- 
dras, on board his majesty’s ship Russell, 
and sailed at day break the following morn- 
ing. On the afternoon of the 12th we 
reached our destination, the mouth of the 
river Caveri, off the town of Tranquebar. 
The place was immediately summoned,and 
articles of capitulation were signed at ten 
P, M. between coi. Watson and capt. Caul- 
field, on the part of the British, and the de- 
puty governor on the part of the Danes. 

“ The flank companies of ow regiment 
took possession of the place on the morn- 
ing of the 13th. But as the outward bound 
fleet, under admiral Drury, appeared off 
here as we were landing, we expect to be 
immediately relieved, and to proceed to 
Calcutta.” 

August 26, 
Private letters from Rotterdam of the 
22d, repeat the rumours of approaching 
hostilities between France and Austria: 
That not only Russia but Prussia, as far as 
its present imbecility will permit, is to take 
a part in the war against Napoleon. 

It seems certain that the Austrian minis- 
ter has quitted Amsterdam and returned to 
Vienna. He has not however taken with 
him all the members of his mission.—His 
secretary remains, and the relations of am- 
ity are not formally broken. It is evident 
however, that he his recalled for the pur- 
pose of conferring with his court on the pre- 
sent posture of afiairs between the two em- 
pires of France and Austria. Itis extreme- 
ly probable that the minister at Paris is al- 
so recalled. 

According to these letters, the French, 
on the other side, are extremgly active in 
their preparations for the*®®pproaching 
storm. 


PLYMOUTH. August 28. 


Arrived, the Nymrod cutter, from off 


Brest, with dispatches; she brings intelli- 
gence that a division of the Brest squadron 
consisting.of four sail of the line, three 
frigates and six brigs, lately made an at- 
tempt to escape from the harbor; but the 
British squadron being apprised of their 
intentions, pursued them, and drove one of 
the frigates on shore, which was set fire to 
and destroyed; the others returned to the 
harbor. 
Vienna, July 30. 

An order has been issued in the course 
of this month, in which it is directed. that 
as a general embargo has been imposed in 
the United States, -in consequence of which 
no vessel cap Sail from thence, no ship un- 
der the American fag shall be admitted in- 
to any of the Austrian ports. 
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Private Letters. 

“ Heligoland, August \6.—The respec- 
tive accounts we received from tire conti- 
nent yesterday, all unite in stating the 
certainty of a rupture between Austria and 
Vrance. The French troops march in all 
directions. 

Another Letter, same date —* We have 
certain intelligence that the Spanish troops 
in Holstein have mutined, on being inform- 


ed of the situation of their country. A su-. 


perior body of French and Dutch troops is 
ordered to march against them, to reduce 
them to submission.” 

“ Gottenburgh, August 16—An aid-de- 
camp of Marshal Davoust has been at Ko- 
ningsberg, and has asserted, that the Frencls 
had been long under apprehensions of a» 
attack from the Austrians, which might 
have becn attended with dangerous conse- 
quences, as they had no magazines, nor 
the means of subsisting an army, while the 
Austrians were provided with every thing. 
But now, he added, that they have waited 
for the harvest, they had better take care 
of themselves. 

Foreign News one day later.—Since the 
foreign articles in the preceding columns 
were in type, the Editor of the Commercial 
Advertiser has received his regular file of 
the London Courier to the evening of the 
27th of August inclusive. The following 
article is from the latest paper. In this

Messrs. Croswell & Frary, 

I send you a few remarks on the 
President’s reply to the Boston petition, 
which I trust, will not be unacceptable to 
your readers.

Another assertion Mr.Jefierson would make 
the people believe. He says, the “ orders 
of England and the decrees of France ex- 
isted at the date of the embargo laws.”

till nearly six weeks aficr the embargo law 
passed, is notorious to every man in Ame- 
rica.

One more paragraph, Messrs. Printers, 
contained in this celebrated letter to the 
people of Bop, then I am done—that I 
cannot pass over.

What! will the president of the United 
States descend to such a miserable quibble 


in answer to so respectable a petition as 
that from 48,000 of the inhabitants of Bos- 
ton? Who will believe him? The peti: 
tion bore date about the 12th of August 
nearly three months before the adjourned > 
meeting of congress. And cannot con. 
gress be convened in less time than a quar- 
terof a year? What members had you 
reference to that could not come from even 
the remotest parts of this country in less 
than three months? Had you reference to 
those two or three from the mud-banks of 
Spanish Mississippi? Or are any favorite 
members absent at the court of St. Cloud, 
that you are waiting for? If Lam correct, 
sir, the post-office establishment requires 
that the mail shall run from Georgia to 
Maine in fourteen days. Hence it would 
follow that the members of the east and 
most southern extremities of the United 
States, (I do not consider any part of Lou- 
isiana belonging to the United States)might 
be all convened in precisely fourteen days. 
That is, admitting Washington to be situ- 
ate eqi-distant, requiring only seven days 
to reach each extremity and seven to travel 
back to Washington. On a matter of such 
vast importance as that of saving a disgra- 
ced republic, I believe no one will doubt 
the exertions of all patriotic members tra- 
velling express, and without the common 
formality of fourteen days’ previous notice. 
Hence it appears mostclearly that you could 
have convened a full quorum of both hou- 
ses of congress on the fore-part of Septem- 
ber, and the awful state of the nation, now 
resting upon your narrow views, might have 
been known, before this day, to every man 
in America. But thatwould notdo. You 
had not received your orders from abroad. 
You did not wish to act without them. You 
dare not. Your popularity among the rab- 
ble touched. You doubted your power even 
after citing the act of congress vesting you 
with full power and authority to remove the 
embargo during its recess. You was, t00, 
afraid of your responsibility, and chose to 
tell the people that which I do not believe, 
and intimate to the petitioners their ignor- 
ance of dates—slip your own neck out of 
the noose and’ entwine it round the legisla- 
tive body of the nation.
